Hon. Joseph C. 8. Blackburn was 
born in Woodford couuty, October 1. 
1838. His Ancestors wefe Scotch- 
Irish extraction, but for several gen- 
erations were residents of Viittlnla, 
whence they emiyraled at an earl; 
day to Keutueky. His father, K. M. 
Blackburn, beeamc one of the exten- 
sive furmei-s and raisers of thorough- 
bred stock In Woodford county, and 
was widely known and esteemed for 
his sterlinj,' qualities. He died at his 
liomc>lcail >hDrtl\ after the close id' llic 
war, at an advanced a^c, leaving a 
largo fitniily of descendants, the sub- 
ject of this skefcb being ll»e youngest 
child. Having been reeved on^ farm 
in such rural pursuits as engaged the 
country boy of that day. he was at 
the a;,'e of 15 scut tu the classical 
school of B. B. Sayre, at Frankfort, 
where he developed such proficiency 
M tl) enahle him to graduate with 
honorat(JeptPi'Po)legeiu 1857.

For many years explorers have made 
attempts to penetrate to tho tar North, 
seeking the open Polar sea, w hich wa» 
t>elieved to exist, and endeavoring tc 
penetrate to the North pola In 186( 
an Arctic eipeditioir was fitted ont bj 
Henry Grinnell, of New Tork, witb 
Lieut. E. J. DoHaven as commandei 
and Dr. Eliaha Kent Knno as naturalist 
and surgeon. Thi.s i.s i'lu.s,s(y,] as tlie flrsi 
United States expedition of search ; il 
returned in 1851 withont finding trace ol 
Franklin. Dr. Kane in 18S8 sailed 
from Boston in the Advance, with i 
company of seventeen men, amonj 
whom was Dr. Hayee; they enooon- 
tered many dangers, and returned tc 
Boston, where they arrived Oct. 11, 185& 
On May 23, 1800, the tint eipcdition o 
Onarlea Francis Hall sailed from Ne^ 
London, Ct,, to search for Franklm, 
and letomed withont finding any tract 
of that navigator, after an absence o 
two years. |>r. Bagras sailed from Bo» 
ton, July 0, WtO, th the schooner Unit 
ed Stntos, of 133 tons, witli fourteen per 
sous in the party, not including him 
self ; he reauhed land in latitude 81 dog 
37 min. Ilall started from Now Lon 
don, Ct., on his socond trip, July 30. 
1864, and returned in 1869 ; and agaii 
he fitted ont an expedition by a Oon 
gressional appropriation, and went 
north to find the open Polar sea, but hi 
died in Greenland, Nov. 8, 1871 ; hii 
vessel was the Polaris, which sailed fron 
New York Juno 2'.), ItiVl.

First, on entering a room. I was 
honso waiting to boo a gontleman 
other day, and a young man eutored. 
His hat was on his hood and ho did not 
tako it oS. Ha advanced and stood in 
the center ol the room, and put his 
hands in his pockets. Then he sided np 
against the wsll and leaned i^ainst it 
Every one pitied bimL It yoa enter the 
honse, take yonr bat off in the hall and 
ask for ibe person yon desire to see. If 
shown into the parlor, step in with yonr 
bat in hand and take a seat and wait 
for his coming. If tho master or mis- 
tress of tlio honse is in the parlor with 
guests, you advance to him or hor, and 
shake hands, if either offer to do so. 
Ton converse with him or her a tew mo- 
ments, snd then, & othen oome, step 
nsidei When yoa decide to retire yon 
oome to bid the master or mistress good- 
night 

Second, at the table. You will have a 
place shown you, and you will bo helped 
to food. Uso your kuife and fork prop- 
arly. Divide the food so as to fSMSVS 
tbp teeth of a part of their work— that 
is, have small moathfola. The grinders 
indicate that grinding in the month is a 
part of tho process of eating. Animals 
destitute of griiulers bolt their fooil. It 
is not lit that human Ix'ings should eat 
as dogs do, siuoi' tlu y have sncli a ' ' mill" 
ready for oso — whiuU dogs havo not. 
The lips are so constructed that tlic noise 
of grinding, whioh ia intolerable to ears 
polite, may be cflaotnally disguised. 
Fix)d, whether liquid or solid, most be 
conveyed into the mouth and bom the 
mouth downward silently. 

Tho position at tho hthle should be 
nneoustraiued and ia.sy, tlie j^x reou sit- 
ting erect or slightly bent forward when 
eating, so that tlie mouth may bo di- 
rectly alrave the plate; the arms should 
be held at the sides, not extended st 
right an{^ with the body. The elbows 
shonld be kept off {he table, Leaning 
back in one's chair, or balancing on the 
legs of one's choir, is a grievous violation 
of tttble ctiquotto,4>ormitted only and 
wrongly to siwiled children. Tho mouth 
and fingers mi . lie kept, during all 
proceea of eating, absolutely clean. The 
dainty outer will keep his plate in order 
and leave it so, with knife and fork laid 
across the plata 

Now, if yonr manners are good at 
home they will be good abroad. It is a 
common idea that yon can oat and talk 
rudely at home, but you cou put on good 
manners as soon .as you get to a neigh- 
bor's hon&o. This is not sa If yon are 
rude at home yon will be rude away 
frAihome. Practice politensss at home, 
Bome fear to be polite at home for fte 
of being laughed at; but what if they 
do laugh? It is an old proverb, "Let 
those laugh who win." And I say so. 
If your brothers and sisters laugh bo- 
cause you will not eat with a knife, or 
because you insist on having a napkin, 
or blacking yonr shoea when you go to 
church or to make a visit, never mind| 
yon are right, so go aheed.
